British shipowners today decided

London, Apr. 3. 

The Egyptian state-controlled Cairo 
Radio stated Pranight that Egypt had refused 
internationalisation of the ‘Suez Canal: and 
“still persists in her refusal.” 

The radio was replying in an Arabic. 
language broadcast to Mr John Foster Dulles’ 
invitation to Egypt to declare within 48 hours. 
her agreement to enter into negotiations on
